THE NEW COURT HOUSE PLAN. 
The county court is to be commend­ 
ed on its action in appointing a com­ 
mission of citizens, representative of 
all sections of the county, to formulate 
plans for and to carry to full consum­ 
mation the new court house project 
We must have a court house. That 
is as certain as that courts will be held, 
that county business will be transact­ 
ed—that there must always be offi­ 
cial records effecting the interests of 
the entire citizenship, to be preserved 
and protected.

There can be no question as to the 
ability and the capacity of the mem­ 
bers of the commission to do the work 
intrusted to them. It can'be taken as 
a foregone conclusion that whatever 
they decide upon as to means and 
methods will be the best possible un­ 
der circumstances existing, and it will 
be the duty of all the people of the 
county to stand by them in the efforts

most essential public service.

THE COST OF LIVING. 


From an Exchange. 


Estimates now made public by the 
National Industrial Conference Board 
place the cost of living in March at 
some 69 per cent above that of 1914. 
This, according to the accompanying 
statement, amounts to a decline from 
the peak in July, 
1920, of 17.5 per 
cent. 
The bureau of labor statistics 
placed the increase in living costs in 
June, 1920, at 116 per cent above the 
pre-war level. Since technical details 
of the methods used by the industrial 
conference board in computing its es­ 
timates are 
not 
at 
hand, it is not 
knowrn whether the 
two 
series are 
strictly comparable. If they are, the 
decline in living costs in March ap­ 
pears to be quite conservatively stat­ 
ed. In any case, the decline to date is 
probably 20 per cent, or possibly a lit­ 
tle more—not far from current infor­ 
mal estimates. 
It is apparent that the situation in 
respect of retail and other charges to 
consumers is, like wholesale condi­ 
tions, very ‘spotty.” Food and cloth­ 
ing prices at retail have receded by 
considerably more than 30 per cent, 
while miscellaneous items, including 
such articles as tobacco, 
books, pa­ 
pers, magazines, 
toilet articles, and 
such charges as medical and dental 
fees and club dues, carfare and the 
like are still about at their peak. Fuel 
and light 
expense 
is 
considerably 
higher than at the middle of last year 
and a similar situation 
exists in re­ 
spect of rent. 
The probability of an 
early reduction in miscellaneous ex­ 
penses and in fuel costs is perhaps 
greater than in the case of rents. Very 
material rent 
reduction 
is likely to 
await the development of greater 
building activity.
